Fuel Order May be Lifted if 


the Weather Conditions 


Improve, Says McAdoo 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Director 


G*neral McAdoo told the senate inter- 
state commerce 
committee today he 


ttougrht the government should retain 
operation of the railroads for somo 
lime after peace came, and not return 
them to private o wnershi p unti 1 n ew 
and comprehensive laws had been en- 
ac-ted to govern them. 


Director General McAdoo denied that 


he had anything to do with the fuel 
restriction order. He said he approved 
of the order and thought it would be 
very beneficial. 


"It should be borne in mind," said 


Mr. AIcAdoo, "that by the end of the 
war the public and shippers will be ac- 
customed to dealing- with the govern' 
ment and I am convinced that a thor- 
ough time Should be firiven at the end 


th« war before the railroads are 


turned back to their owners." 


An entire new situation, he 


would be faced when pelce came, and 
it would have to be met by new and 
comprehensive laws. 


".Do you perspnally believe in gov- 


ernment ownership?" asked Senator 
Watson, 


"No," repied 
Mr. 
McAdoo,, 
"but 
I do believe it will bo impossible to 
turn the roads back to their owner% 
under exactly the same system by 
which they were operated when the 
fc'overnmcnt took 
them over. Thera 
must be some form of government con- 
trol." 
The fundamental principles of opera- 
tion had been changed by orders al- 
ready given, Mr. McAdoo said, and 
ethers were in contemplation 
which 
change entirely the routing of traffic. 
McAdoo indicated that if weather 
conditions improved it might not be 
necessary for the fuel order to remain 
in effect as long as indicated. He de- 
clared the transportation situation was

Allies Are Maintaining Expectant 


Attitude on Western front, 


Says Secretary Baker

WASHINGTON", Jan. 21—The allies

review, while recent events in Russia, 
mve greatly increased strategic free- 
Lorn for the central empires.

tary Bafeer are considering whether it 
shall be given administration support. 
The president apparently is not yet 
ready to accede his approval. , 
The war cabinet, the bill provides, 
shall ba appointed by the president 
with the consent o£ the senate and 
have the following jurisdiction au- 
thority: 
"To consider, devise and formulate 
plans and policies, general and special, 
for the effectual conduct and vigorous 
prosecution of the existing war and to 
direct and procure tho execution of 
the same. 
"•'To supervise, co-ordinatje, direct 
aud control the functions and activi- 
ties of all executive departments, offi- 
cials and agencies of the government 
insofar as. in the judgment of the war

"When Garfield was appointed coal 
administrator America was mildly in- 
terested. The name was somewhat fa 
miliar—rAmerica.- knew vag-uely that li 
was the "son of a former president ot 
the 
United States. . 


But . Harry A. Garfleld is not the 
liind of a man to rest on ancestral 
honors. ; 


When he took over (.he coal admin- 
istration Garfield knew it would be a 
thankless job, regardless of what his 
duties would be. He sensed that ho 
would be stormed on one side by pro- 
ducers, on the other by consumers. 
But. knowing this, he did not hesitate 
when the appointment w:is 
"offered 
liim. 


Garfield is educated and dignified. 


A sre-at part of his life ha-s been giv- 
en up to acquiring knowledge or teach- 
ing it. 
The natural question is: What does 
he know a.bout coal? \ "What are his 
qualifications for fuel administrator of 
the United States during this critical 
period? 


Garfleld's chief qualification as fuel 
administrator is his ability as an or- 
ganizer. There are perhaps many men 
in America who know more about coal 
producing and marketing than Gar- 
field. Many of these men Garfleld has 
called iu. to assist him in his work 
of mobilizing the fuel resources of the 
nation. 
His chief duty is to organize, and 
here he is thoroughly at home. 
GarSeld, practically alone, success- 
fully organized the Cleveland 
Trust 
company, one of the soundest bank- 
ing institutions in 
Ohio. 
His 
con- 
structive ability u-as responsible for 
the successful launching of the. Cleve- 
land Municipal association, o£ which 
he was first president. 
His work at Williams college, where 
he served as president 
for several 
years, marked a new era in the ad- 
ministration of the affairs o£ that in- 
stitution. 
Years ago ho ttrsi. became interest- 
ed 'in the coal industry. 
He was in- 
strumental in opening a rich coal field 
in southeastern Ohio and organized a 
syndicate which built .iO miles of rail- 
road to brin~ the output of tiie Piney 
Fork coal mine to market. 
Garlield is 54 years old, the eldest 
son of ex-President .Tames A. Garfield. 
He graduated from Williams college in 
1SS5 and taught Roman history at bL 
Paul's schobl. Concord. N. II., the next 
year. The appeal of the law took him 
to Columbia and later to Oxford uni- 
vcrMty and the London Lnns of Ljaw. 
He practiced law in Cleveland formally 
vears. giving up a lucrative practice 
In 1803 when President Wilson, then 
president of Princeton, offered him the 
chair of politics there. In 100S he be- 
came president of Williams college.

and two hours later he was found in 
a poo! of blood on the second floor of 
the apartment house, 107 Jersey street, 
where he had fallen after four shots, 
fired from an automatic pistol in the 
hands of the man \vi sought had struck 
him, inflicting mortal wounds. He died 
shortly afterward at the city hospital. 


I'atrolman Reiser was 30 years old 


and lived with his wife at 13 Mechanic 
street, Roxbury. 
His father

brother also live in that district. He 
was considered one of the best mon in 
tho department and his sudden death 
was a distinct shock to the men of the 
department. 
\o Time to Draw Revolver 


It Ls said that at least eight shots 
were fired by. the burglar and his at- 
tack on the officer, was so sudden, that 
Reiser did not have time to draw his 
own revolver and it was found in his 
pocket. Despite the noise of the firing 
the burglar succeeded in getting away, 
as many who heard the shots thought 
them nothing more than 
the back- 
tiring of an automobile engine. One Oi 
the tenants of the house passed the 
desperado us he was hurriedly leaving 
the building-. 
The burglar, evidently 
fearing that he might be stopped, said 
that he was hurrying out to get a doc- 
tor for a man who had accidentally 
shot himself upstairs. Once in the open 
the desperado turned into Peterboro 
street and quickly disappeared. 
When Reiser's body was 
found 
by 
occupants of tha house 
he was not 
recognized, as he was in citizen's dress 
a'nd 
his face was covered with blood 
from a wound 
in the 
mouth.

other bullets took effect in his chest 
and legs. 
The police were summoned and when 
his coat was opened, disclosing his po- 
lice, badge, it was the first hint thai 
the officer had been in an encounter 
with a housebreaker. 
A doctor was 
summoned and he found that there was 
still life in -the body and ordered the 
officer's removal to the city hospital, 
where he died within a few minutes 
without regaining consciousness.

That is one 
plan, but another would designate the 
new body as a "war cabinet" and pos- 
sibly exclude the secretaries of the 
war and navy departments. 


In addition to this, it is proposed 


to create the position of director of 
munitions for the purpose of unifying 
all the work coming under this head 
with a view to securing the best re- 
sults. 


There has been so much criticism 


chiefly from republican sources, that 
U ^eems perhaps best to adopt these 
changes for the 
sake 
of 
harmony. 


President Wilson and his cabinet have 
to hear heavy responsibilities, but, the 
c-iiticism would be. still more fierce in 
case of any disaster if these proposed 
changes should be rejected. 


It is not probable that the president 


will sternly oppose these changes. In 
view of the vast responsibilities now 
resting- upon his shoulders, it would 
seem that he should welcome any 
pla" o.E relief, even though it comes 
from republicans who seem to think 
that they are not getting their share 
of recognition in the direction of the 
war.

soldiers' council as the only organiza- 
tion able to direct the struggle of the 
exploited working classes for complete 
political and economic liberation. Dur- 
ing the first period of the revolution 
the workmen's and soldiers' congress, 
ir ia added, perceived the 'illusion of an 
understanding with the bourgeoisie and 
its deceptive parliamentary 
organiza- 


tion, and realised that the liberation ot 
the oppressed classes was impossible 
without a rupture with the bourgeois.

Miss Laura Herring and her sister.

January, 191S, and from personal ob- 
servations and experiences among the 
"bourgeoisie" of Germany, ^f las'Laura 
has told many remarkable facts that 
could be apparent only to one who 
has lived with the German people as 
intimately as she has for 4 
1/-, years. 


Miss Herring and her sister spent 
the latter part of their stay in Ger- 
many in Munich, where she said the 
food situation is acute. 
"At first prices went down, but in 
about a year everything disappeared 
and tho card system appeared," she 
said. "There could possibly be 
no 
Hooverizing in Germany, because if 
there ever was a place where money 
talked it is in Germany. The rich peo- 
ple paid great prices and there was no 
such thing as patriotism or unselfish - 
ness. At the present time it is im- 
possible to buy anything without a 
cird, and then you can get only a lit- 
tle bit of anythirfg, such as 100 grams 
of noodles, an eighth of a pound of 
butter and an egg a week, ham at J3 
a pound, and fats are impossible to. 
get."The danger that Germany is fast 
running into is hunger-typhoid from 
malnutrition. Even the women while 
I was there had to go swimming con- 
stantly to keep fresh and they had 'to 
smoke cigarettes to forget their hun- 
er. We suffered with the rest 
"For breakfast we used to get two 
little pieces of the vile black bread. 
which is mostly straw, sawdust and 
chaff, with perhaps, a little marma- 
lade. We didn't see any milk for more 
than a year; that was only for babies 
and small children. In the middle of 
the day perhaps we were fortunate 
enough to get a vegetable, and we 
were allowed a quarter of a pound of 
meat a week. Our Christmas dinner 
in 1916 consisted of three fingers of 
meal. The army are the only people 
who ha-xe anything to eat, and their 
meals are mostly soupy foods, sack-as 
barley mush."

That it 
was a serious ofEenso Cor the Ruma- 
nian military commander to disarm 
Bolshevik! troops is frankly aclmltted. 
I^ate press dispatches yesterday in- 
dicating that the new Russian constit- 
uent assembly, convened two days ago 
and strongly anti-BoIsheviki in its 
complexion, has been 
dissolved by 
force of arms did not come- as a sur- 
prise. 
Indications for some days past have 
been that the Bolshevist! would not 
permit tho constituent assembly to 
override its authority. Consequently,
